Senator Bailey had precipitated the dis- 
cussion, arguing strongly against the 
method of proced@re which ‘the repub- 
licans had determined upon and was fol- 
lowed by Senator Bacon, himself a mem- 
ber of the foreign relations committee.

ASK $500,000 
TO SAVE COTTON 


From the Ravages of the Bol 
Weevil Pest 


Southern Members of Congress Have 
Resolved To Push Bill Appro- 
priating That Sum—Delega- 
tion Named To Ask 
Aid of President.

Washington, November 20.—(Specia!.)— 
The southern members of congress will 
ask the government to appropriate half a 
million dollars for the extermination of 
the boll weevil pest which is destroying 
the cotton of Texas and is such a menace 
to the crop of all the southern states. 

A number of conferences have been held 
at which the best method to secure gGOvV- 
ernment aid has been discussed. Today 
the representatives from all the cotton- 
growing states held a meeting in the 
minority room of the house of . repre- 
sentatives, presided over by Hon. Sam 
Robertson, of Louisiana. At this meeting 
formal indorsement was given tothe plan 
formulated by Hon. George Burgess, of 
Texas, which provides for the creation of 
a cotton commission to inquire into the 
insects which destroy cotton, this to con- 
sist of three expert heads of divisions in 
the agricultural department with two 
practica] cotton planters from Texas and 
one from Louisiana. 
the work of this commission an appro- 
priation of half a million dollars is to 
be asked. An appropriation of this size 
was made to stamp out the foot and 
mouth diseases in New England, and it 
is believed that the efforts to get a sim- 
ilar appropriation for the protection of 
the great cotton erop will be successfy]. 
A delegation of three members from eadah 
of the cotton growing states will call upop 
President Roosevelt tomorrow morning to 
urge that he insert in his message a rec- 
ommendation that this appropriation be 
made. The delegation consists of the fol- 
lowing:

Colon, November 20.—The Panaman 
commission conferred at length today 
with the Colombian commission, headed 
by General Reyes, which arrived here 
yesterday from Savanilla on the French 
steamer Canada, The Panamans re- 
fused every overture, declaring their po- 
‘sition was irrevocable, and declared 
they would not receive any further com- 
missions from Colombia unless they rec- 
Ognized the republic of Panama. 

The Panaman commission came here 
from Panama this morning and boarded 
the Canada immediately. The Colom- 
bians made strong appeals to the Pan- 
amans to reenter the Colombian repub- 
lic, promising them concessions and pro- 
tection. The Panamans declined every- 
thing. Some of the Colombians showed 
ill-concealed anger, but there was no 
outbreak. General Reyes favored the 
most friendly negotiations and the meet- 
ing passed amicably. 
the Panamans and Colombians 
fasted on the Canada. 

The Colombians appeared Ao be igno- 
rant of the true state of affairs on the 
isthmus, particularly of the rapidity of 
the Gevelupinents and the friendliness of 
the protection of the United States. 
They were informed of the signing of

Reyes Discourages War. 

During the trip down the Magdalena 
river General Reyes was everywhere re- 
celved with enthusiasm. ‘The people told 
him ihat they were ready and willing to 
enlist in a fight for the recévery of the 
isthmian territory. General Reyes al- 
Ways discouraged this warlike attitude, 
declaring it better to act through dip- 
lomatic channels, which he told the peo- 


' ple was the purpose of his mission to the 


isthmus. It is reported on good author- 
ity that General Reyes countermanded 
propositions which were being made in 
Buena Ventura and Barranquailla for a 
march on the isthmus. The general, no 
doubt, recognized the futility of any 
such attempt in view of the protection 
given by the United States to the new 
republic. General Reyes is today the 
Strongest and mest intelligent figure in 
the republic of Colombia. He is very 
popular and it is believed that thre course 
of the government of Colombia in the 
isthmian matter would be very greatly 
influenced ky whatever attitude General 
Reyes may decide to take.

The uwnder- 
standing is that the company laid down 
these proposals as the basic principles 
which must be granted by the union be- 
fore further negotiations could be en- 
tered upon. 

Mr. Darruw submitted the company’s 
proposition to the union, after which he 
said that the strikers had accepted the 
proposal! of the company with immaterial 
modifications. In their turn, the men 
submitted a proposition on the ;outing 
of cars. This matter wiil come before 
the board of directors of the company 
tomorrow morning for their conridera- 
tion. Four of tae company's trunk lines 
were kept open for traffic today. the 
ears being run under police protection. 
Since the inception of the strike ne at- 
tempi has been made to operate the cars 


at night, nor have any of the cross-town 
lines been opened up.

The whitecappers have given notice to 
the negroes in many neighborhoods in 
the counttes mentioned to leave, : nd they 
are doing so, and negro labor is very 


scarce there. 

This section of the state has been af- 
fected with whitecapism for some years, 
but the authorities prosecuted them so 
vigorously that they have been qulet for 
the past nine months.

UNLESS SHE IS SATISFIED 


COLOMBIA IN VAIN BEGS 
PANAMA FOR ALLEGIANCE 


WAR 


--General Reyes 


Colombian Soldier, Now at 
Colon, Talks of -Purposes 
of his Country, 


ROOSEVELT IGNORANT 
OF COLOMBIA'S FEELING 


Reyes Says Unless United States 
Makes Satisfactory Arrangement 
About Isthmus, Entire Popu- 
lation of Colombia Will 
Rush to Arms. 


Colon, November 20.—This afternoon, 
in an interview, General Reyes, the dis- 
tinguished Colombian soldier, who camé 
to the isthmus on a peace mission repre- 
senting his government, said: s 

“The day 1 left Bogota, which was 
on the tith instant, United States Min- 
ister Beaupre and Secretary of Legation 
Snyder were well, though a little anxious. 
1 assured your minister that he was in 


'no danger and today I am able to give 


the same assurance to the Associated 
Press. At the time I left, Mr. Beaupre 
Was preparing to go down the river. 

“This morning Admiral Coghlan  in- 
formed me officially that the United 
States would prevent the landing of Co- 
lombian troops on any part of the isth- _. 
mus. I promised Admiral Coghlan that 
Colombia would not take guch action un- 
til I reached Washingtcn, whither I am 
proceeding Port Limon and New 
Orleans. 

“J also told Admiral Coghlan that 
if my efforts at Washington failed to 
bring about some arrangement con- 
cerning the present situation on the 
isthmus satisfactory to Colombia the 
United States would have to fight 
the entire Colombian people and that 
it would be a second Boer war. 

“T am going to Washington for the 
purpose of doing my utmost to amicably 
arrange affairs. 

Colombia Is Desperate. 

“Colombia is in desperation. I doubt. 
if the Washington governmént or Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, for whom I have the 
highest respect, realizes the seriousness 
of establishing this precedent. The 
large German colony in Rio Grande do 
Sul, Brazil, is declared to be inclining 
to a revolutionary movement for inde- 
pendence, which the success of Panama 
will stimulate. * 

“The government of Colombia is re- 
ceiving the sympathy of all South Amer- 
ica, which is fearful of further American 
territ@drial aggrandizement in this 4di- 
rection. 

“TI may propose when in Washington 
a plan contemplating the reentrance of 
Panama into the Colombian union and 
the moving of the Colombian capital to 
Panama City. I am sure that this idea. 
wil] receive the support of all Colombians. 

“I do not just know what my course 
of action will be, but I am going to 
Washington In the interests of Colombia 
afd of civilization.” 

Asked whether Colombian troops could 
reach the isthmus by land, General 
Reyes answered: 


“Yes, I can get a hundred thous-

not for the Americans, could subdue 
the isthmus in a fortnight. I would 
rather die for the honor and in the 
defense of the integrity of my coun- 
try than sit with hands folded and 
ree her lose the isthmus. I will do

General Reyes today sent a cablegram 
to Bogota advising his government that 
it was impossible to reach any agree- - 
ment, with the government of Panama 
and hence that Colombia's relations with 
that government were severed and that 
he, accompanied by the other commis- 
sioners, was proceeding to Washington to 
fulfill his mission. 


Other Departments Loyal. 

Questioned as to the rumor that the 
departments of Cauca and Antioquia 
were anxious to join the department of 
Panama, General Reyes said: 

“The report of dissatisfaction in these 
departments is not only untrue, but I 
am able to say fo you that the entre 
republic is united to restore the isthmus 
to the union.” 

General Reyes who was a candidate for 
the presidency of Colombia, issued a de- 
cree dated at Barranquilla, November 16, 
addressed to the members of the electoraj 
college at Bogota, which said: 

“Having accepte@ a milfry mission, 
empowered with all presidentia] faculties 
in almost all departments of the repub- 
lic at a moment when my country is pre- 
paring for a presidential election, I deem 
it my duty to relinguish my A 
Hience I renounce irrevocably, offering 
my services to my country in any other 
position.” 

Genera] Reyes’ attitude, as indicated by 
his remarks, was more or less bellicose. 
He seems disturbed by the rapid march 
of events in the United States and is 
fearful that congress “May ratify the ca- 
nal treaty with the new republic. He ap- 
pears despondent over the general out- 
look for his mission.

Perjury Nab Pressed, 


Case Against Colonel George Thrown 
Out of Court on Motion of So- 
licitor Pottle Who Declared 
No Evidence Existed To 
Sustain Charge.

Madison, Ga., November. 20.—(Special.)— 
The case against Hon. Emerson HH. 
George for subornation . of perjury was 
begun in the superior court here this 
afternoon. 

After the jury had been selected, and 
the state had examined its witness. 
Solicitor Pottle addressed the court, ask- 
ing that the case be nol pressed, stating 
that there was no evidence against Mr. 
George establishing the fact that he was 
guilty of the charge made against him 
In the indictment. 

The case was then nol prossed and the 
trial came to an end, 

This case and the one of J. T. Stone, 
who was convicted for the same offense 
at the September term of court, has 
created considerable comment throughout 
the state and the facts governing the 
cases, which are well known to the peo- 
ple of Georgia, are as follow 

History of Case. 

Frank Newsome, a white man, shot and 
killed a negro woman in the upper part 
of Morgan county, near Rutledge, nearly 
two years ago. At the coromner’s inquest 
three negro women swore that it was 
cold blooded murder, and whén court 
convened the following March, Newsome 
Was indicted for murder. 

He was tried at that term of court and 
the same witnesses who swore against 
him at the coroner's inquest testified to 
an entirely different story at the trial, 
and swore that Newsome killed the wom- 
an in self-defense. Newsome went free 
and Judge Foster, who was then on 
the bench, had the women put in jaf! for 
perjury and the grand jury, then In ses- 
sion, found an indictment to that effect. 

The women then turned state’s evi- 
dence and swore that they were intimi- 
son Newsome’s half brother; J. T. Stone, 
son, Newscom’s half brother: J. T. Stone, 
the justice of the peace at Rutledge.

The condemned man was calm to the 
end. Ten minutes before going to the 
gailows, he lay on his cot smoking a 
cigar. 

After the forty spectators had been 
admitted to the jail and hR'orn had come 
out of the cell, the execution was de- 
layed while Rev. George H. Rafter pray- 
ed and Charles and Frank Irwin sane a 
cowboy’s railroad sene, “Keep Your Hand 
Upon the Throttle and Your Eye Upon 
the Rail.” bringing: tears to the eyes of 
all the ‘tisteners éxcept those of Horn 
himself. _ Vek 
At the 46ncis om of the song came an 
interview hetween Horn and Irwin. 

“Re game,”* said Irwin. 

“You bet I wil.”” renlied Horn, who 
then assisted Sheriff Proctor and a depu- 
ty to adiust the straps, the noose and 
the black cap. His last words 
spoken to County Clerk Joseph Cahill, 
who assisted him to mount the trap door. 
They were: “Ain't losing your nerve, 
are you, Joe?” | 
Soon after the trap fell the spectators 
passed out, each one shaking hands with 
Sheriff Proctor and congratulating him 
on the execution. All had been searcehd 
for firearms before entering. and guards, 
armed with rifles, kept their eyes on 
Horn’s friends throughout the proceed- 
ings. Thousands of people were congre- 
gated near the jail and the militia Tre- 
mained on guard until the execution was 
over and the crowd had dispersed. There 
Was no. disorder. 

Rev, Ira D. Wiliams made affidavit to- 
day that Horn confessed to him that he 
had killed Willie Nickell. 

Tom Horn was born in Scotland county, 
Missourt. We was a celebrated army 
scout, Indian fighter and cattle detective. 
He was the scout in charge of the party 
that captured Geronimo. and was chief

Governor Chatterton was aroused before

ernor listened to the arguments of Horn’s 
friends for some time and then said em- 
phatically: 

“There is no use, gentlemen; this exe- 
cution will take place at the time set by 
the law. I will not interfere in the case. 
This is final,” 

No less than a dozen attempts were 
made during the afternoon of yesterday 
-and last night to have the governor delay 
the execution for even a few days. He 
had but one answer for all and that was 
that the law must take its course.

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Peter Mortenzen Shot in 
Utah for Murdering 
Neighbor. 


Salt Lake, Utah, November 20.—Peter 


Mortenzgen, the slayer of James H. Hay, 
was shot to death in the state peniten- 
tiary yard at 10:3! this morning. Main- 
taining his innocence to the last, he walk- 
ed to the chair placed against the heavy 
stone wall of tke prison yard without 
weakening and bid the guards and deputy 
sheriffs goodby with no tremor in his 
voice. Mortenzen was killed instantly, 
four bullets from the rifles of the execut- 
ing squad, concealed behind a think cur- 
tain in the @goor of the blacksmith shop 
12 yards distant, piercing the white target 
pinned over his heart. 

Mortenzen refused to see ministers, 
either of his own belief, the Mormon, or 
of any other denomination and also re- 
fused stimulants, saying he- needed 
neither. The choice of death by shooting 
or hanging is given condemned in Utah, 
and Mortenzen chose to meet his death by 
the bullets. of his prison guards, 

Peter Mortenzen killed James R,. Hay 
on the night of December !6, 1901. The 
day following a report was circulated 
that Hay, who was Secretary of the Pa- 
cific Lumber Gompany,:- had absconded. 
taking with him. $8,800 collected from 
Mortenzen en a: bill due to the company. 
Mortenzen was indebted.to the company 
for material used ip his contracting busi- 
ness and had been urged to make a pay- 
ment. December 16 he called at the office 
of the company, said he had the money 
in gold concealed in his cellar and asked 
Hay to come around that night and get it. 
The men were neighbors. Hay left his 
house shortly after dinner that evening, 
stating that he was going to Mortenzen’s 
to cullect some money.

AGAINST. WOOD 


Rathbone Appears Before the 
Senate Military Committee 


Rathbone Reiterates mis Former Sen- 
sational Charges Against Wood. 
Committee Summons Other 
Witnesses and Will Probe 

Oase. . 


Washington, November 20.—A simmons 
issued by the senate military affairs com- 
mittee was served tonight on Ernest Lee 
Conant, of the New York law firm of 
Page & Conant, citing him to appear 
before the committee tomorrow in con- 
nection with the investigation of charges 
against Brigadier General Leonard Wood, 
made -in an effort to prevent his con- 
firmation as major general. Mr. Conant 
bas been in Washington several days 
prosecuting Cuban cases before 
Spanish claim commission. It is believed 
the subpoena was issued at the instance 
of Major Rathbone, who learned Iate to- 
day of Mr, Conant’s presence in the city. 
Mr. Conant wil] be expected to give testl- 
mony as to the character of Jal Alal, the 
alleged gambling establishment which 
General Wood is charged with having 
given a ten-year concession to operate ig 
Savannah. 

Conant To Tell of Jai Alai. 

Mr. Conant went to Cuba as an at- 
tache of the evacuation commission, and 
while there he acted as legal adviser to 
Genera] Ludlow, in command of the de- 
partment of Havana. Later he served 
General Wood in the same capacity, and 
it is declared he is competent to give 
some inside facts relating to the manner 
in which the concession to the Jai Alal 
was obtained. 

Another witness summoned tonight by 
the military affairs commusice. is Herbert 
J. Brown, a newspaper man, who was 
in Cuba during the Américan occupation. 
and who is said to have made an inquiry 
into the character of the Jai Alai com- 
pany. Major James E. Runcie, now prac- 
ticing law in Havana, has sent a cable- 
gram to a member of the committee 
stating that he will sail from Havana to- 
morrow and will be in Washington Tues- 
day. He will be examined-by the com- 
mittee in reference to his statement that 
General Wood inspired an article in The 
North American Heview reflecting on the 
administration of Major General John 
Brooke, his predecessor aS governor gen- 
eral, 

Rethbone Attacks Wood. 

Major Estes G. Rathbone, formerly di- 
rector of the posts in Cuba, was given 
a hearing toua)y, and reiteraied the 
charges made several times betore the 
secrewry of war, the senate committee 
on reiations with Cuba and in pudiic 
giatements following his trial in con- 


fewtion with Cuban pvustal frauds. 
‘With reféretice to the charge that Gov- 


ernor General Wood had exceeded his 
authority in giving instructions io the 
courts, Major Rathbone said that the 


general had pursued this course in the | 


Cuban postal case when he (Rathbone) 
was under prosecution. This was, he 
said, in violation of article 387 of the 
penal code of- Cuba and in a manner 
prejudicial to the rights and interests of 
those under trial. He charged General 
Wood with authorizing ex parte depo- 
sitions in the postal cases, a proceeding 
which he asserted is contrary to law 
and in this case contrary to instructions 
given by the secretary of war. 
Wood’s Gifts from Jai Alai. 

Major Rathbone charged that in ac- 
cefring gifts trom the organization com- 
moniy known as Jai Alai, to which Ma- 
jor Rathbone said General Wood had 
granted a ten years’ exciusive conces- 
sidn, General Wood violaied the for- 
aker law, which prohibiis the granting 
ot franchises or concessions during the 
occupation of the island by the Amer- 
ican authorities.- He also charged that 
the acceptance of these gifts constitutes 
a violation of the penal code of Cuba, 

Other charges were made against Gen- 
eral Wood, as follows: 

With complicity with another army 
officer in the preparation and publica- 
tion of an article reflecting discredit- 
ably upon an officer who ranked both 
of them, in violation of an accepted 
canon of military service and constitut- 
ing an offense commonly known as ‘‘con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man;” with directing and causing the 
auditor of Cuba by a military order to 
violate the law in the treatment of ac- 
eounts: 
an ex-convict, with whom he was on 
intimate personal association, in an ef- 
fort to displace his superior officer, and 
by such means to secure to himself the 
vacancy thus created. Incidental thereto 
were many minor charges. Major Rath- 
bone also offered to produce evidence 
and testimony in support of these alle- 
gations.

Athens, Ga., November 20.—(Special.j— 
Decidedly the most intefesting discussion 
of today’s session of the Georgia Bap- 
tet convention came this afternoon on 
the subject of church and state. 

At the last convention the matter of 
Baptist schools receiving and using a 


fart of the state schoo! fund precipitated | 


& great deal of discussion, and it was 
referred to a special committec, of which 
Dr. E. J. Forrester was chairman. 

Since that time the educational com- 
mission of the convention has formulat- 
ed a rule to the effect that no school 
receiving and using any of the gtate 
funds should come under the conventior 
and received support from it. 

This afternoon Dr. Forrester made a 
majority report for the committee to that 
effect, and a minority report was filed by 
Judge eGorge Hillyer, of Atlanta. Fora 
kng while there was a spirited discus- 
sion and the leaders of the convention 
took part in the debate on the two sides 
of the question. 

On the vote, however, the majority re- 
port went through by a vote of 101 to 60, 
and the opponents of the using of state 
honey achieved a distinct triumph. 


“Alien Immersion” Tabled. 
The convention went up against the 
alien immersion question early this morn-

a 


ing and in a few minutes had disposed 
Of it in a way that did not cause even a 
ripple of excitement. Dr. Broughton, 
about whose church all the discussion has 
arisen, didn’t have a word to say, and 
his position was vindicated by the vote 
of the convention, which declined to be 
drawn into a discussion Of the ques- 
tion, 

Dr. J. E. Hudson brought up the mat- 
ter and stated that he had nothing but 
the kindest feelings for Dr. Broughton. 
but that the question was one that af- 
fected the welfare of the convention vi- 
tally. He moved that the convention 
withdraw fellowship from the Tabernacle 
church, and the Motion was seconded by 
W. L. Stanton, of Atlanta. 

Dr. 1. H. Kilpatrick moved that the 
matter be referred to a special commit- 
tee, and Rev. A. M. Bennett, of Moultrie, 
moved that the matter be laid on the 
table. The latter motion was carried by 
a large mafority and the announcement 
of the vote was greeted with applause. 
Chairman Northen had to rap for order 
and to admonish the members not to ap- 
plaud anything. 

Telegrams were read from the Chris- 
tian church convention in Macon and 
from J. L. White, in Macon, extending 
congratulations to the convention, 
Sympathy Extended the University. 

On motion of H. M. Willet, the sym- 
pathies of the convention were extended 
to the authorities of the university over 
the loss of science hall by fire last night. 

President Curtwright, a negro at the 
head of the Industrial School for Negroes 
at Greenesboro, was allowed to address 
the convention on the work of his school 
and at the conclusion of his remarks a 
cOllection was taken for the school.

During the discussion there was a Iit- 
tle evidence of a fight between the ad- 
vocates of Shorter and Monroe colleges, 
but this was all dispelled by the action 
of the convention.

“Later! 


The Canal First — Criticism 
question as it now stands cannot be. 
put more tersely and truthfully than; 
it was by Congressman William M. 
Howard, the brilliant efghth district 
congressman of this state, in the inter 
view sent by’ our Washington corre- 
spondent and published yesterday, as 
follows: 


\ Mr. Howard, of the eighth district, who 
is a member of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the house, took the positiOn that 
the recognition of the new republic estab- 
lishes it upon a plane where it !s perfect- 
ly proper for this government to negotiate 
a canal treaty with it. He is strongly of 
the opinion that the Panama route is the 
better route, and that however much 
cause there may be for crifgcism of the 
precipitate action of President Roosevelt 


will assume no share of responsibility for 
that action if they vote to ratify the canal 
treaty. 


Senators Bacon and Clay occupy 
practically the same position as does 
Congressman Howard. In other words, 
they are able to realize and act upon 
the broad principle that the acts of 
the president personally, and the at- 
titude of the government upon a great 
public occasion may be easily differ- 
entiated. If the president shall have 
been found to have done wrong, uncon- 
Stitutional and usurpatory things in 
the processes of an international situa- 
tion of which the United States is 
the major part, there are times and 
ways to deal with his acts without go- 
ing to the foolish length of condemn- 
ing the entire course of events and 
repudiating the things we desire that 
have subsequently and naturally come 
to us, without national taint of dis- 
honor. 

Such should be the position of all 
patriots. This Panama issue is one 
of too broad and national a scope to 
be impeded and discredited, even if 
there was—which is by no means yet 
proven—a lack of deliberation and eti- 
quette on the part of the president in 
doing what the nation would have sub- 
sequently demanded and _ which is 
even now in the process of doing. 

The queer part of the upposition 
thus far voiced is that no man has yet 
put his finger on a single instance that 
in any court of common or interna- 
tional law would condemn or annul or 
give just cause for criticism of our 
action in this Panama case. 

The fact that Panama had declared 
her intention to secede on the failure 
of the Hay-Herran treaty was known 
in every chancellery of the great na- 
tions two months ago. Were we alone 
to ignore it and treat the threat as 
hot air? 

The sending of a war ship to Colon 
was not a hostile act. Its presence 
was precautionary and called for by 
our treaty obligations to enforce free 
transit across the isthmus. As it was 
our ships did not get to Panama in 
time to prevent the Colombian gun- 
boat from projecting shells into the 
town and blowing up a couple of Chi- 
namen who were not good dodgers. 
In all this where is there a point of 
evidence that our government was in 
collusion to produce the revolution and 
the creation cf the republic of Pan- 
ama? 

Because Jose. Marti organized in 
New York the revolution of 1894 in 
Cuba, was it ever laid to our charge 
that the government of the United 
States aided and abetted that revolu- 
tion in which we afterwards- inter- 
vened and secured the freedom of 
Cuba? Not even Spain ever brought 
that charge against us. 

But whether our government’s par- 
ticipation at that time was right or 
wrong, the great central fact stated 
by Congressman Howard must be kept 
in view by democrats, and tuat is that 
voting in favor of a canal treaty with 
Panama does not involve any democrat 
in a conclusive approval of the acts. of 
President Roosevelt that may later ap- 
pear to have been wrong. 

The treaty to be submitted to the 
senate will embody the results at- 
tained, by whatever means, in Pan- 
ama, and that are now accepted as in- 
ternational res adjudicata by other na- 
tions than our own. On that treaty a 
democrat can vote “yea” without in 
the slightest degree assuming a share 
in any wrong action hereafter to be 
discovered, and he can so vote without 
in the least impeaching thereby his 
right to criticise Mr. Roosevelt or any- 
body else who may be considered lia- 
ble to criticism. 

The canal matter is one of supreme 
business moment to us and to Pan- 
ama! Both countries are now in a 
position to treat upon that issue. 
There is no chance here for quibble 
and childish complaints because the 
pie was not properly scolloped before 
the baking of it. The duty of the hour 
is to back up the government, ratify 
the treaty, go to digging on the canal 
—and talk about the if and buts of 
the case while the cutting is going on 
at Panama.

Giving Colombia a Square Deal. 

Our government has gone very far in 
sympathy with Colombia to offer its 
good offices in amicably adjusting the 
relations between Colombia and the 
new nation of Panama. 

Colombia, of course, would like to 
retain Panama and make now the bar- 
gain she refused with contempt a lit- 
tle more than a month ago. But that 
sort of settlement is now out of the 
question. Columbia is no longer.to be 
trusted in any detail of the Panama 
canal question. 

But there may be a question of Pan- 
ama’'s responsiblity for her pro rata 
share of the Colombian public debt of 
$15,000,000. English and Holland bond- 
holders would like to take Panama’s: 
bonds for $5,000,000 and cancel that 
amount of Colombian bonds. But Pan- 
ama does not owe that much of the 
debt—probably does not owe morally a 
cent of it—but the United States is 
willing to act as the friend of both in 
reaching an adjustment of their mu- 
tual claims and interests. 

That is more than this government 
would do in the case of the two Vir- 
ginias, It helped West Virginia to se- 
cede from old Virginia and old Vir- 
ginia is still carrying the whole debt, 
West Virginia refusing to pay a cent 
of it, or allow it to go to arbitration. 

And the United States is making this 
offer in the face of the fact that in 
February, 1902, in the conference of 
the Pan-American republics fn the city 
of Mexico, Colombia refused to agree 
to and be bound by an.act establishing 
arbitration as a rule of American in- 
ternational law. 

Under the circumstances we think 
Colombia is being given more than a 
fair deal in the present circumstances 
of the Panama affair.

BY MWKINLEY; GEN. BUTLER 


New York, November 20.—Senator 
George F. Hoar’s “Autobiography of Sev- 
enty Years'’ was issued today by Charles 
Scribner's Sons. 

The two good sized volumes into which 
the venerable senator from Massachu- 
setts has compressed the recollections Of 
his long and distinguished career are, 
as was anticipated, a valuable and inter- 


esting contribution to the political history 
of the couhtry, and the memories of his 
wide and often close acquaintance with 
the foremost men of letters of his time 
have also furnished many delightful 
chapters. Those who anticipated that 
Senator Hoar would reveal the inside se- 
crets of the momentous events his career 
has covered will be disappointed. 

The thirty-two chapters of the first vol- 
ume cover the period from A's boyhood 
in Concord to the national convention of 
1888. The chapter titles, such as “Fa- 
mous Concord Men,” “Harvard Sixty 
Years Ago,” ‘“‘Foundation of the Republi- 
can Party’ “Sumner and Wilson,” ‘The 
House of Representatives in |869,"’ *Re- 
construction,” “The WDlectoral Commis- 
sion,” “The Belknap Impeachment,” etc., 
give an idea of the extent of Senator 
Hoar’s work. 

In brief sketches Mr. Hoar has esti- 
mated the more prominent men with 
whom he served in congress, paying a 
friend’s tribute to them. The chapter 
on ‘Reconstruction’ is especially inter- 
esting. He says: 

“It was never contemplated by them to 
give the right to vote to a large number 
Of illiterate citizens without ample provi- 
sion for their education at the public 
charge. General Grant accompanied his 
official anhouncement to congress of the 
adoption of the fifteenth amendment with 
an earnest recommendation of such a pro- 
vision. Barnest efforts were made to. ac- 
complish this result by liberal grants from 
the natfonal treasury. Many liberal and 
patriotic southern democrats supported it. 
But it was defeated by the timidity, or 
mistaken notions of eronomy. of north- 
ern statesmen. In my opinion this de- 
feat accounts for the failure of the policy 
of reconstruction so far as it has failed. 
I do not believe that self-government 
with universal suffrage could be main- 
tained long in any northern State, or in 
any country in the world, without ample 
provision for public education.” 


Mr. Hoar then discusses the negro ques- 
tion briefly and expresses the belief that 
reconstruction has not been a failure. 

Senator Hoar thus speaks of James G. 
Blaine: 


‘James G. Blaine was a man of many 
faults and many infirmities. But his life is 
a part of tne history of his country. It 
will be better for his reputation that the 
chapter of that historys which relates to 
him shall be written by a historian with 
@ full and clear sense of those faults and 
infirmities, concealing nothing, and ex- 
tenuating nothing. But also let him set 
naught down in malicé. Mr. Blaine was 
a brilllant and able man,-lovable, patri- 
otic, far&eeing, kind. He acted in a great 
way undg¢r great responsibilitjes.”’ 


General Butler Roasted. 


The autobiography touches with a gin- 
gularly gentle pen most of the men it 
mentions. There igs but One exceftion, 
and that is when Mr. Hoar reaches Ben- 
jamin F. Butler. A chapter of thirty- 
four pages is devoted to General Butler, 
Senator Hoar says; © 


“His military career was, with the ex- 
ception I have stated (the war. administra- 
tion of New Orleans) disgraceful to him- 
self and unfortunate to the country, From 
the begirmming of Butler’s recruitg for 
the war, wherever he was in cOmmand 
came rumors of jobs, frauds, trading with 
rebels through the lines, and the putting 
of unfit persons in responsibile positions,”’ 

Mr. Hoar reviews General Butler’§ mili- 
tary career in considerable detalii and 
aoe great frankneBs, concluding as fol- 

ws: 

“General Grant got tired of him at last 
and ordered him to report at Lowell. So 
ended the military career of incompe- 
tence, boasting and failure.”’ '

Discussing Butler’s relations with Gen- 
eral Grant, Mr. Hoar says: 


"Y do not suppose that the secret of 
the held which General Butler had upon 
General Grant will ever be disclosed. 
Butler boasted in the lobby of the house 
of representatives that Grant would not 
dare to refuse any request of his be- 
cause he had in his possession affidavits 
by which he could prove that Grant had 
been drunk on seven different occasions. 
This statement was repeated to Grant 
by a member of the house, who told 
me of the conversation. Grant replied 
without manifesting any indignation, or 
belief. or disbelief in the story: ‘I have 
refused his requests several times.’ In 
the case of almost’any other person than 
President Grant such an answer would 
hit-e been a confession of the charge. 
But it ought not to be so taken in his 
case, 

“My explanation of Butler’s influence 
over Grant is to some extent conjecture. 
But I believe Grant thought him a pow- 
erful political leader and that he was 
entitled to respect as representing the 
opinions of large numbers of men. Then 
Grant was apt, as I have said in an- 
other place, to sympathize with men who 
were bitterly attacked, especially men 
who were charged with dishonesty or 
corruption, because such charges were 
made against him. So without under- 
taking to explain Butler’s influence with 
Grant, I content myself with stating it 
and with lamenting it. He led Grant 
to make some very bad appointments in 
Massachusetts, which were totally re- 
pugnant to the feeling of her people.”

‘The reform of the civil service has 
doubtless shorn the office of senator of 
a good deal of its power. I think Pres- 
ident McKinley, doubtless with the best 
and purest intentions, did still more to 
curtail the dignity and authority ef the 
office.

“KID” WILSON, HIGHWAYMAN, 


Youthful Train Robber, Who Was Made Scapegoat 
by Older Men, Had Sentence Commuted by the 
Late President McKinley. 


“Kid’’ Wilson, sentenced ten years ago 
at Port Smith for highway robbery, to 
serve a term of twenty-four years, which 
sentence was commuted by President Mc- 
Kihley within the same week in which 
he was assassinated to ten years, will 
leave the big federal prison at South 
Atlanta today, a free man. 

“Kid’’ Wilson has been widely pro- 
trayed hi & certain class of fiction as 
the boy desperado of the west, and at 
the time of his capture was only 18 
years old, The crime for which he was 
arrested and for which he has served 


ten years was that of holding up the 


‘Katy flyer’’ on the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas railroad. With him were two 
men much older than Wilson, and ac- 
cording to the story told at the time, 
these men simply took advantage of the 
unlimited nerve and daring of the boy, 
and after the robbery had been com- 
mitted, left him to be captured and made 
good their escape. 

The mail train was held up near Wag- 
oner, Ind. T., and the three men 
secured some $3,000 and made their es- 
cape. The stories of the robbery differ 
considerably, but the story told at the 
time which received general credence was 
to the effect that the three men boarded 
the train at a water tank and later 
when it pulled out “Kid” Wilson was de- 
tailed to climb over the tender of the 
engine and bring the train to a halt by 
holding up the engineer and fireman 
with a 465-caliber Colt’s revolver. His 
two companions were to hold up the ex- 
press messenger in the same way and 
then, while One of the men proceeded to 
persuade the express messenger to open 
the safe, the other was to watch and 
prevent any interference on the part of 
the conductor or train hands who might 
come up to learn of the stopping of 
the train. . 

Of course, all three men were masked 
and. it is said, rede from the water tank 
to the place of the hold-up between the 
cars, Kid Wilson finally making his way 
to the engine and tender over the tops of 
the cars. The plan as arranged was that 
after the expressman had been gagged 
and bound and the money secured, one 
of the two older men was to pull the 
bell rope re a signa) that everything had 
been accOmplished, and all three would 
start out in different directions to mect 
at a givén place and divide the spoiis. 
The plan was carried out to the letter. 
The train was held up in a wilderness of 
sage brush and by the time the train 
hands had reached the nearest telegraph 
office, miles away, and notified the au- 
thorities, the hold-ups were well on their 
way toward liberty. 

Of the chase made by sheriffs and their 
posses, United States marghais and their |

deputies, the wildest stories are told. All 
three of the men knew thaf countr> 
perfectly, and the story told at the time 
was to the effect that when finally they 
met, Wilson was sent on one trail while 
they took another, agreeing to have still 
another meeting at which time the money 
would be divided. It is said that the 
two older men purposely sent the 1i8- 
year-0Old boy in a direction that the au- 
thorities would be most likely to follow, 
and, then taking entirely another trail, 
saved for themselves a sufficient amount’ 
of time finally to make good their es- 
cape. In this their plan was also suc- 
cessful, for the officers finally captured 
Wilson and, carried him to Fort Smith 
for trial. t was generally believed at 
the time that Wilson never received a 
penny of the money stolen from. the 
Southern Express Company.

DEFENDANT OVER 


Refused To Recognize Justice 
Court's Warrant 


Recorder Declined To Take Any More 
Risk of Hearing Cases Settled 
Out of Court, and Held 
Dunnington for Shooting 
at Another. 


“IT will take action in this case my- 
self. Although a warrant may have been 
sworn out in a justice court, still I have 
heard ali the evidence and I ‘will not 
take any risks by allowing the case to get 
out of this court. I have had experience 
with one bailiff in settling a case that 
had been taken from this court on a war- 
tant. I will just bind the defendant 
over.”* 

This statement was made during the 
session of police court yesterday after- 
roon by Recorder Nash Broyles, as he 
fused to take official cognizance of a 
warrant that had been sworn out in a 
justice court against R. E. Dunnington,

a negro youth. The warrant had been 
taken out, after the case was made in 
po.ice court. 

At the conclusion of hearing evidence, 
the recorder was informed that a warrant 
had been taken out against Dunnington 
by the father of Roberson, but Judge 
Broyles rendered the warrant ineffective 
by himself binding the defendant over 
to the city criminal court under a bond 
of $100 on the charge of shooting at an- 
other. Dunnington was also fined $25.75 
for disorderly conduct connected with the 
shooting. 


Cause of the Prosecution. 

The ,evidence showed that Dunnington 
nad shot three times at the negro and 
that one of the bullets had inflicted a 
slight wound on the arm. On the joiny 
request of the attorneys for both sides 
Judge Broyles treated the case as a mis- 
demeanor. 

Roberson had been working for the 
merchant and the difficulty arose over 
the claim of the negro that Dunnington 
owed him more money than he had paid 
him. The two men had some words and 
Dunnington claims that the negro at- 
tempted to strike him with a meat 
cieaver. Dunnington stated that he then 
seized his pistol, which was lying on 
the counter, and fired at Roberson. He 
said that in the excitement of the mo- 
ment he fired the second and third shots 
also. 

The shooting occurred Thursday morn- 
ing about 9:30 o’ciock and Dunnington 
was arrested shortly afterwards by Chicf 
A. Q Turner, of the county police force, 
near the corner of Hunter and South 
Pryor stréets. The young man still had 
the pisto] in his hand and informed Chief 
Turner that he was hunting an officer 
so he could surrender. Some negro wit- 
nesses testified that Roberson made no 
attempt whatever to use the meat cleaver 
and evidence was presented to show him 
te be of good character. 

The prosecution was represented by At- 
torney Austin and the defendant by 
Attorney T. H. Goodwin.

“OFFER OF CITY 
Southsrn Will Hot Build Hel 
son Street Viaduet, 


Objects to the Proviston of Council’s 
Ordinance Which Makes Road 
Liable for Damage to Per- 
sons and Property in 
Vicinity. 


The Southern Railway Company “has 
declined to accept the terms of the or- 
dinance recently adopted by council 
which pérmits the closing of Nelson 
street-for a period of nine months. for 
the purpose of constructing a viaduct 
from Madison street to the east end of 
the present Nelson street bridge. ‘The 
railroad company was permitted to do 
this and use the bed of Nelson street 
for its freight terminals, 

As a result of the refusal of the rail- 
road to agree to the provisions of the 
ordinance it is probable that a confer- 
ence will be held with the railroad offi- 
clals by the officers of the ‘city. This 
conference will, however, be delayed by 
the absence from the city of J. S. B. 
Thompson, general agent of the South- 
ern Railway Company, who is under- 
Stood to be en route to Mexico. 

The Southern accepted all the pro- 
Visions of the ordinance with the ex- 
ception of that one which permitted the 
use of the required $40,000 bond as liqul- 
date@ damages to save the city harm- 
less from injury to persons and property 
as a result of the changes that would 
take place after the acceptance of the 
provisions of the ordinance by the South- 
ern. In his letter to Mayor Howell Mr. 
Thompson expresses the belief that such 
a provision would have the effect of in- 
viting damage suits against the railroad 
by those who own property in the vi- 
cinity of the place where the improve- 
ment is desired. 

It is probable that nothing will be done 
about the matter for a week or more, 
although it may be that council will dur- 
Ing the first session of December take 
action if Mr. Thompson has net returned 
to Atlanta by that time. 

"Next of the Letter. 

Following is the full text of the letter 
from Mr. Thompson to the mayor, in 
which the general agent for the South- 
ern states the reasons for the  non- 
acceptance of the provisions of the ordi- 


_ nance adopted by council: 


“Hon. E. P. Howell, Mayor, City of At- 
lanta, Atlanta, Ga.: 
“Dear Sir—Referring to the petition 


presented by the Southern Railway Com- 
pany to the honorable mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta, un- 
der date of October 26, and the resolu- 
tion of council of November 2, relating 
to the granting of permission for the 
closing of Nelson street, between Mad- 
ison. avenue and ‘the east abutment o 
the present Nelson street bridge, for a 
period of nine months, so as to permit 
the Southern railway to complete the 
grading of its property bounded by the 
railroad tracks and Mitchell steet, Mad- 
ison avenue and Peters street, and with 
the understanding that the Southern 
Railway Company would at the same 
time remove this portion of the bed of 
Nelson street and restore the street by 
substituting between the points men- 
oned a bridge or viaduc > 
pes to the city. hea cpso- wate 
“The property embraced wi 
boundaries mentioned was taeaoes oo 
the Southern Railway Company at va- 
rious times at a cost of fully $300,000 
The property was secured for the pur- 
pose of locafing thereon the freight sta. 
tion terminals of the Southern railwav 
now located in the vicinity of Peters and 
Castleberry streets, which is fully 1.800 
feet further removed from the business 
= a of the city, and on the further 
Side of hg. tracks and reached alto- 
gether by he Peters street viaduct. 
The plans for the erection of tha pro- 
posed station builidings and the con- 
struction of tracks and driveways on this 
property, and the changes in tracks ap- 
proaching the same, including also the 
cost of the proposed bridge or viaduct 
to be substituted for this portion of Nel- 
son. street, involved a further expenditure 
— the part of the Southern of $250,- 


“This large investment, for the im- 
provement of the freight terminal facili- 
ties, is considered to be highly advan- 
tageous to the mercantile and business 
interests of Atlanta, as the location re- 
duces by 3,600 feet the haul to and from 
the freight station, as at present located, 
on all package freight shipped into or 
out of Atlanta over the Southern raii- 
way through that section. 

‘While it has been contemplated to 
have at this location more convenient fa- 
cilities, the change in location could not 
under any circumstances be of any spe- 
cia] advantage to the. Southern railway, 
inasmuch as the Southern railway could 
just as well continue to handle its bus- 
iness through the Peters and Castle- 
berry streets station, and it would re- 
ceive no additional revenue for the hand- 
ling of business throygh the proposed new 
location. ee 

Necessary To Change Street. 


“‘As stated, in order to locate and con- 
struct these buildings and tracks, and 
furthermore, to provide a convenient ac- 
cess, and indeed, the only access to the 
whole station, it was absolutely neces- 
sary to move this portion of the bed of 
Nelson street, something that the South- 
ern Railway Company proposed doing at 
its own expense, and at its further ex- 
pense to substitute a modern bridge or 
viaduct. 

“Attention {s called to the fact that 
the Southern Railway Company is the 
sole owner of the entire property abut- 
ting. on both sides of Nelson street for 
this distance. 

‘And the time for which it was asked 
that the streets be temporarily closed to

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Method of Bookkeeping Con- 
-‘idered Cut: of Dale 
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f Legislative Committee Suggests « 


New System of Keeping Accounts. 
Governor Sonferrea with Com- 
mittee Prior to Appoint- 
ment of New Trustees. 


There should be a change made in the 
system of bookkeeping in vogue at the 
state sanitarium in Milledgeville, says the 
legislative investigation committee in @ 
report submited to Governor Terrell yes- 
teraay. 

This committee was appointed from the 
house and senate during the last session 
of the legislature and its duties are to 
inspect and report on the methods and 
accounts of all departments of state and 
state institution for which appropriations 
are made. 

The members of the committee ate Rep- 
resentative Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, chair- 
man: Representatives P. M. Mulherin, 
of Richmond, and J. E. Hayes, of Ma- 
con, and Senators P. H. Comas, Robert 
Christie and J. T. Duncan, of the thirty- 
sixth district. ‘ 

The state sanitarium at Milledgeville 
was the first institution visited by the 
committee, as Governor Terrell, having 
to appoint a new board of trustees for 
that instifution by December 5, ‘had s0o- 
requested, 

The committee reported yesterday that 
the vouchers and all accounts at the sani- 
tarium were found satisfactory in every 
way, but that the system of bookkeeping 
in use and which bas been in use for 
many years, was not complete. It was 
recommended that a change be made in 
the method. 

As the books of the institution are now 
kept, and as they were Kept when the 
present officials of the institution assumed 
their offices, a great many expenditures 
have no other record than the stub In a 
check book. The committee did not think 
that this should be longer continued and 
in its report advocated a complete sys- 
tem of bookkeeping. 

Will Report to Legislature. 

Reports of the investigation committee 
generally will be made directly to the leg- 
islature, but that dealing with the sani- 
tarium was made to the governor first as 
a mark of courtesy to him as well as to 
give him opportunity for Information prior 
to his appointing the new board of trus- 
tees. A copy of the report will also be 
sent to the members of the board of trus- 
tees on account of the fact that their 
term of office expires before the legisla- 
ture mieets again, 

There are ten members of this board 
and they hold office for two years. The 
present board was appointed during the 
term of office of Governor Candler. Gov- 
ernor Terrell has not $et signified whom 
he will appoint on the board, but will an- 
nouncé his appointments before December 
5, possibly much earlier, 

The investigation committee has visited 
besides the s@nitarium, the state prisoh 
farm at Milledgeville and the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college at the same 
place. No reports have been made on 
these institutions, however. 

Two expert accountants are assisting 
the committee in its work. They are W. 
G. Raoul and H. C. Camfield. The reso- 
lution under which the committee was 
appointed provides for the employment 
of these accountants and limits the time 
of the committee’s work, all told, to forty 
days. 3 

Governor Terrell asked the members of 
the committee yesterday if it would be 
possible for them to complete their in- 
spection of the accounts of all state in- 
stitutions by January !, but the commit- 
teemen, om account of private engage- 
ments, stated that they feared they could 
not do this. 

It is not HMkely that inspections will 
be made in any departments at the state 
house until just before the next session 
of the legislature.

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Unless the Ducktown smoke nuisance 
is abated, say the commissioners who in- 
vestigated the havoc it hag wrought, the 
law should be invoked to stop further de- 
struction of Georgia property. 

This statement was embodied in the 
final report of the commission, filed yes- 
terday with Governor Terrell. 

The committeé says the copper works 
as at present conducted at Ducktown 
constitute not only a nuisance, but have 
and are hourly and daily damaging and 
destroying vegetable life for a very con- 
siderable distance away from their lo- 
cation and for miles within the bounda- 
ries of the state of Georgia. 

The report concludes: 

“Wherefore we conclude that if the 
parties now operating said mines and cop- 
per reduction works will not, after prop- 
er notice, abate the nuisance by employ- 
ing all known means for doing so, then 
the power of the law, both state and 
national, should be invoked to force them 
to do so. 

“In our opinion it is better that this in- 
dustry should be entirely annihilated than 
that the present intolerable conditions 
should continue, 

‘Wherefore we respectfully recommend 
that your excellency, through the attor- 
ney general and in the name of the state, 
begin proper legal proceedings to abate 
the nuisance and to arrest the damage 
now being done to the property of citizens 
of this state.” 

Governor Terrell will mail a copy of 
this report to Governor Frazier, of Ten- 
nessee, with a letter asking him to give 
the matter his attention at once. 


Terrell county will only take half of 
the number of five-year felons it is enti- 
tled to and for which it had Made ap- 
plication, according to a notice received 
by Captain Goodloe Yancey, secretary of 
the prison commission, yesterday.

New Zealand Passes a Bill 
To Favor British 
Products. 


Wellington, New Zealand, November 
20.—The preferential trade bill adopted 
November 18 by the house of representa- 
tives places a duty of 20 per cent op 
the following goods, now free from duty, 
when from countries outside the British 


empire: 

Bicycle parts, gas engines, oil engines, gUm 
boots, iron and steel cordage, sheet, bolt 
and bar iron, printing paper, railroad and 
tramway rails, safl cloth, canvas and 
duck and sutgical and denta! instruments. 

The bill doubles the present duty on 
cement and adds 50 per cent to the duties 
on the following g€o00ds when from non- 
British territory: | 

Basket ware, bicycles, boots, candles, 
carriages, chinaware, clocks, cordage, 
cream of tartar, earthenware, stoneware, 
fancy goods, toys, fire arms, potted fish, 
furniture, cabinet ware, glass and glass- 
ware, hardware, iron mongery, hops, nails, 


lamps, pianos, paper hengings, paper, 
pldted ware and pumps. 
The duty on tea grown within the Brit- 


ish dominions is removed.

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M. B. Eiseman, of Baltimore, who tn 
1865 started the business house now 
known as Kiseman Bros., is visiting in 
-the city. Mr, Biseman is a democrat, 
and keeps in touch with the politics of 
his state and the country at large. He is 
at present one of the financial managers 
of the Eiseman Bros.’ enterprises. 

In a conversation with the passing 
throng man yesterday Mr. Eiseman said: 

“Of course the people of Maryland 
favor Senator Gorman for the democratic 
presidential candidacy, and he would 
make a very strong standard bearer for 
the party. But, personally, I think Grover 
Cleveland is really the strongest man in 
the ranks of democracy today. 

“What the people of the country want 
is a great business man, one whom the 
financial interests of the nation can rely 
on, and Grover Cleveland is all that. 
Theré has been some talk of his not 
wishing the nomination, but I do not 
believe that Mr. Cleveland or any other 
man would refuse it if he thought the 
chances of his election were good. 

‘Mr, Cleveland will look into his pros- 
pects a little more closely than most 
others would, that 1s all. The great 
trouble with him is that he has enemies 
in his own party. I am inclined to think 
however, that 4f he is nominated the 
prejudice against him will die out at once 
and democrats ‘all over the country will 
rally round hiss leadership most loyally. 
He is a stubborn man himself, though, 
and might not make peace as easily as 1 
imagine.”’ 

When asked what he Yvhought of the 
situation in Panama, Mr. Eiseman said: 

“The revolution has been just what 
Colombia deserved, and just what this 
country most needed at the time. Co- 
lombia was too greedy, and paid the pen- 
alty tor it, and now the United States, 
unless some HKuropean powers interpose 
objections, and 1 don’t think they wiil, 
can gO ahead and get the canal without 
gorging greedy. Coiomgia. And we must 
lave loe canal.”’

CAR HEATERS 
REMAIN COLD 


Trolley Managers Think the 
Weather Does Not De- 
mand Heated Cars, 


The heaters in the street cars were 
not turned on yesterday by the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, except 
upon its suburban lines. The suburban 


cars have been supplied with heat ever 
since the cold weather, which is now 
passing, began. 

There appears to be no explanation ex- 
cept the belief on the part of the gen- 
eral manager of the street railway sys- 
tem that it has not been cold enough for 
heat in the a cars. 

“All the suburban lines have been sup- 
plied with heat,” declared Vice Presi- 
fent T. K. Glenn, of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company. who is the 
general manager of the street railway 
system. ‘The heat has not been turned 
on in the city cars because we have not 
thought it cold enough. With the su- 
burban cars there is some difference, be- 
cause those people have to remain in 
the cars for thirty or forty minutes, but 
the weather has not been severe enough 
to make any difference in a brief ride 
to the city. 

“The cost to the company of operating 
one heater in a street car al) day iong 
is $2.50. Therefore, when we turn on 
all the heaters we are spending an ad- 
diti§nal $250 a day, as we have 1{00 cars. 
We think that we should not be put to 
$250 a day additional expense unless 
there is really some reason for it, When 
the weather gets really cold we will turn 
on the heat, but unless it does get cold 
we will have only the heaters on the 
suburban lines running.”

Interior retail- 
ers, helped by propitious agricultural con- 
ditions, are reported meeting obligations 
more promptly. Farming interests are 
apparently in good financial condition. 

“Southern conditions are espec- 


ially good. 

“Railway earnings are still good, the 
increase in gross receipts for the first 
half of November being 5 1!-2 per cent. 
While the foregoing are the favorable 
developments of the week the fact must 
not be overlooked that labor troubles, the 
gloomy outlook for building, fhe closing 
down of iron and steel mills, blast fur- 
naces and leather tanneries and the con- 
tinued hesitancy in the buying of prac- 
tically of all commodities are factors that 
mar the industrial as well as the commer- 
cial fabric. 

“It is a buyers’ market in iron and 
steel and kindred products With the gen- 


eral tendency toward a lower price level, | 


but purchasers seem disposed to look for 
further concessions. Billets are being 
shaded by f!mdependent mills. Plates 
and structural material are quiet. It 
appears that reports of large orders of 
iron and steel for export are more or 
less exaggerated, the business being, in 
fact, of moderate volume. 

“Demand for anthracite coal is light 
and mining companies are restricting pro- 
duction in order to maintain prices. The 
output of bituminous coal is very heavy. 

“Clothing manufacturers have done @ 
fair volume of business this fall. 

“Buff hides are firmer, but orders for 
leather in the leading market continue 
of a hand-to-mouth character. Many 
shoe factories are taking inventories, but 
some have resumed operation, and these 
report orders of a Satisfactory volume. 

‘“Whet, including flour, exports for the 
week ending November 19 aggregate 
2.974.277 bushels, against 1,659,233 bush- 
els last week and 5,277,672 this week last 
vear. For 20 weeks of the cereal year 
they aggregate 64,876,028 bushels, against 
105,257,326 in 1902, 

Corn exports for the week aggregate 
1.391.625 bushels, against 1,688,282 last 
week and 243,38! a year ago. For 20 
weefis of the preSent cereal year they 
aggregate 72,982,594 bushels, against 
2.388.180 in 1902. Business failures in the 
United States for the week ending No- 
vember 19 numbered 288, against 250 last 
week and 20! in the like weékK of 1902.” 


Dun’s Review. 


New York, November 20.—R. G. Dun’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will 
say: 

“Labor organizations are accepting re- 
ductions in wages without controversy, 
which removes one threatening industrial 
factor, and in several branches of busi- 
ness orders are more numerous, but in 
the steel] industry there is little expecta- 
tion of liberal buying until 1904. Cah- 
struction work !s decreasing, despite opti- 
mistic reports of more building permits 
issued last month than a year ago. Mild 
weather still checks distribution of mer- 
chandise, usually in brisk demand at this 
season, which Its reflected in restricted ac- 
tivity at woolen and worsted mills and 
clothing factories. There is not the com- 
plaint of traffic congestion that was so 
frequent last year at this time. Railway 
earnings 6.! per cent higher than in No- 
vember to date than 1902, testifying to 
the increase in facilities. 

‘‘A week has passed without any fur- 
ther reduction in prices of iron and gteel, 
and sentiment in trade favors stability 
at the present position. Concessions are 
not readily obtained, especially on dis- 
tant deliveries. Much discussion especial- 
ly regarding prices of steel rails failed 
to produce any alteration and railroads 
have placed orders for several thousand 
tons. Meanwhile foreign markets are 
sought with more persistence. Machinery 
and hardware have felt the reaction less 
thugmfar than stfuctural material and 
othe? heavy shapes, while new ship build- 
ing plants and machinery for the Panama 
canal are encouraging features of the 


future. Minor metals are quiet, aside 
from some speculative fluctuations at 
London. 


“Orders for eotton goods increase grad- 
ually, both for immediate shipment and 
forward delivery, and there is less dispo- 
sition on the part of the purchasers to 
secure concessions in quotations. Trade 
is by no means active. Export iInquiric# 
are more numerous but actual business 
is small. 

“Woolen goods await the stimulus of 
lower temperature, meanwhile the tone 
is not firm. 

Eastern shoe shops have about com- 
pleted inventories and, are starting an 
next season's business. vobbers have 
large supplies of seasonable goods as a 
rule, but wholesalers are more inclined to 
keep near actual requirements, 

Failures this week were 249 in the 
United States, against 266 last year, and 
17 in Canada compared with 24 a year 
ago.”’
